1. 	 It convened to hear the positions of the parties in 
the unfair labor practice (ULP) complaint filed by 
the Association on September 13, 1996 and answered 
by the Board on September 27, 1996 as well as the 
ULP filed by the Board on September 30, 1996 and 
answered by the Association on October 15, 1996. 

2. 	 At the commencement of the hearing it heard the 
following stipulation of the parties: 
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I n  c o n s i d e r a t i o n  of t h e i r  mutua l  ag reemen t s  t o  
w i t h d r a w  t h e  t w o  pending  u n f a i r  labor practices 
pend ing  b e f o r e  the  PELRB f o r  h e a r i n g  today, t he  
parties have agreed as f o l l o w s :  (1) t h a t ,  i n  
l i e u  of t h e  h e a r i n g  set f o r  today, they will 
arbi t ra te  t h e  i s s u e s  of (a) t i m e l i n e s s ,  (b) 
m a n a g e r i a l  prerogatives and  (c) m e r i t s  of t h e  
g r i e v a n c e ;  (2 )  t h a t  a lso i n  i s s u e  i s  t h e  matter 
of whether  t h e  p r o c e d u r a l  aspects of t o p i c s  
(a) and  ( b ) ,  above, s h o u l d  be b i f u r c a t e d  f r o m  
t h e  h e a r i n g  on t h e  m e r i t s  b u t  t h a t  t h i s  deter­
m i n a t i o n  w i l l  be l e f t  t o  t h e  a rb i t ra tor ;  a n d  
(3) t h a t  they w i l l  m e e t  w i t h i n  seven  (7 )  days 
t o  select an  a r b i t r a t o r  o r ,  f a i l i n g  t o  do SO, 
w i l l  r e q u e s t  a l i s t  of arbitrators f r o m  t h e  
PELRB o r  American A r b i t r a t i o n  A s s o c i a t i o n .  

3 .  	 I t  approved  t h e  f o r e g o i n g  s t i p u l a t i o n  of t h e  
parties and directed t h a t  C a s e  Nos. T-0214:3 
and  T-0214:4 be d i s m i s s e d .
